It Is to Connect Soon Abilene 
and Rising Star. 
Abilene, Tex., Nov. 9— At a public 
meeting of the Abilene Twenty-five 
Thousand club that organization, by 
a unanimous vote, ratified and signed 
a contract with M organ Jones to build 
a railro a d ,to be known as the Abilene 
and Southeastern, from h ereto Rising 
Star, fifty miles southeast. 
W ork is 
to begin immediately, it is stated, and 
this is the first of four railro ad s pro­ 
posed to be built by Abilene in order 
to prevent outside interests from cut­ 
ting off its territory. 
The Twenty-five Thousand club is to 
furnish right of way and terminal fa­ 
cilities in Taylor county, and in addi­ 
tion to this the citizens and members 
oi the club are to take $100,000 worth 
of bonds in the new railroad, which, 
when the road is completed, will be in 
the nature of shares of stock.

THE ROMANCE OF WHEAT. 


Once Raised For Princes Only, Now 
the W orld’s Food. 
Wheat is the food of princes and 
peasants. 
It is the food of tile world. 
It was known to be the best food for 
fifty centuries, but it did 
not 
until 
thirty or forty years ago become uni­ 
versal. 
Every community ate 
all it 
raised. 
There was noue th sell. 
It 
was so precious that only kings and 
the nobilities'Could afford it. 
It wan 
sowed by peasants, who reaped It 
with a 
sickle by hand. 
For 
5,000 
years no better plan was conceived 
than the sickle aud the scythe. 
Then 
came the reaper, an invention by Cy­ 
rus II. McCormick, of Scotch-Irish de­ 
scent 
Then the world began eating 
white bread. 
This new machine, the reaper, when 
it was full grown into the self binder 
was equal to forty sickles. 
With one 
man to drive it, it could cut and bind 
enough wheat in one season to feed 
400 persons. 
In its most highly de­ 
veloped form, the combined harvester 
aud thrasher, it has become so gigan­ 
tic a machine that thirty-two horses 
are required to haul it. 
This leviathan cuts a fifty foot road­ 
way through the grain, thrashes it 
and bags it at the rate of one bag 
every half minute. 
And the total 
world production of reapers of every 
sort—self binders, mowers, headers, 
corn 
binders, 
etc.—is 
probably 
as 
many as 1,500,000 a year, two-thirds 
of them being made in the United 
States. 
Because 
of 
this 
harvesting 
ma­ 
chinery the wheat crop of the world 
is now1 nearly twice what it was in 
1870. 
The American crop has multi­ 
plied six and a half times in fifty 
years. 
Western Canada, Australia, 
Siberia and Argentina have become 
wheat producers. 
The cost of growing one bushel in 
America with 
machinery and high 
wages is now about half a dollar, 
which is less titan Hie cost in Europe 
and as low’ as the cost in India, where 
laborers can be hired for a few' pen­ 
nies a day. 
W ith a sickle the time 
cost of a bushel of wheat was three 
hours. 
With a self binder it is now' 
ten minutes. 
Then came the steamboat and the 
railroad th at carried tilt* grain. At the 
outset it was shipped in bags. Ther^j 
some ra ilw a y genius invented Hie grain 
car, wbidi holds as much as twenty or 
twenty-five wagon loads, and today one 
of the ordinary moving pictures of an 
American railroad is a sixty car train 
traveling eastward with enough wheat 
in its roiling bins to give bread to a 
city of 10,000 people for a year. 
The Siberian railway, which is the 
longest straight line of steel in tile 
world, was built largely as a wheat 
conveyor. 
So were the railways of 
western Canada, Argentina and India. 
It is cheaper to carry wheat from 
one country to another than from the 
barn to the nearest town. The average 
distance that an American farmer has 
to baul bis grain is nine and a half 
miles, and the average cost of haulage 
is 9 cents for a hundred pounds. Thus 
it ha s actually become true that to 
carry wheat ten miles by wagon costs 
more than 2,300 miles by steamship. 
Such is the tense efficiency of our 
wheat carrier system that a bushel of 
grain can now be picked up in Mis­ 
souri aud sent to the cotton spinners 
of England for a dime.

A good sized assemblage of Wise 
county people, about three hundred, 
was addressed at the courthouse on 
last Saturday afternoon 
bv Hon. 
John II 
Stephens, the present in­ 
cumbent and candidate for re-elecSon 
to congress. 
The speaker narrated 
at some length the measures ne had 
advocated and assisted in passing 
during his official career: notably 
the reclamation of the arid lands of 
the country, including such lands in 
lexas, the conservation of the natur­ 
al resources of the United States, in­ 
cluding timber arid water, the wrest­ 
ing of the 
agricultural 
lands 
of 
the Indian Territory from the pos­ 
session of the cattle barons and con­ 
verting them to the use of. home-seek- 
ers, and his assistance in bringing 
that territory into statehood. 


He is bitterly opposed to shinsubsi- 
dv, and exposed the deformities of 
that measure to his hearers. 


He recognizes the binding force of 
platform demands; the integrity of 
the party, he claims, depends upon 
the servants of the people faithfully 
adhering to the will of the people as 
expressed in their platforms. 
He 
forcibly announced that if his con­ 
stituents wanted a platform-jumper 
they must look to some other source, 
amd that so long as he was their pub­ 
lic servant they could depend upon 
him faithfully and honestly obeying 
their instructions. 
Mr. Stephens discoursed at length 
upon the perfidy of those democrats 
in 
the last 
congress who joined 
Speaker Cannon in passing the op­ 
pressive and oligarchical rules of the 
house. 
He stated that each of them 
had received their reward, and de­ 
nounced them as traitors to the party. 
He is in favor of a tariff for reve­ 
nue only, is opposed to protection, 
and says that that word has become 
more obnoxious to him than any oth­ 
er word in the English language; but 
in levying the tariff he favors so 
making the levy that it shall not dis­ 
criminate against the pastoral and 
agricultural interests of the country. 
He disagrees with Win. J. Bryan 


on his free raw material theory, and 
believes that a tariff should be levied 
so that the benefits of its protection 
should be shared by all alike. 
He 
failed to show how corn, wheat or 
cotton con id receive any of the bene­ 
fits of a tariff levy, but leaves us to 
infer if those products shall be equal­ 
ly benefitted it must be bv bounties. 
We can think of *no other way of 
comnensatirfg the agricultural inter­ 
ests except by means of bounties. 
He said that he had always admir­ 
ed Mr. Bryan, and had believed him 
to be one of the greatest statesmen 
this country has ever produced, but 
he deprecated his invasion of Texas 
soil in opposition to Senator Bailey, 
an act that he thought reprehensible, 
if not inexcusable. 


Mr. 
Stephens 
believes 
that all 
trust-controlled articles should 
be 
pl aced on the free list, and in this 
connection he cited as an apt illus­ 
tration, when a few y e a r s ago all,, or 
nearly all, the coal of the east was 
bought up and controled by a trust; 
that the poorer classes were unable 
to pay the enormous prices charged 
for coal, and were suffering by rea­ 
son thereof: that coal was placed up­ 
on the free list, when at once large 
quantities' were shipped teom Nova 
Scotia; that immediately the trust 
placed its coal at such low prices 
that foreign coal was unable tex com­ 
pete in price, and thus the people 
were enabled to procure coal at the 
minimum price. 
He denounced in unmeasured terms 
the monstrosity known as the Aldrich 
-Payne tariff bill, and showed it up 
in all its tediousness. 
He commend­ 
ed 
the insurgent republicans who 
were using all their power to pass an 
honest reform tariff measure. 
Mr. 
Stephens said, “ Suppose the demo­ 
crats had co-operated with those in­ 
surgent redublicans who were honest­ 
ly endeavoring to reform the tariff 
—” , but, unfortunately the speaker 


was attacked with a severe cough, 
and, though he drank water imme­ 
diately, he could n o ^ again collect 
his thoughts sufficiently to return to 
the subject. 
He said that he had a 
severe cold, caught recently while in 
California, 
and that the 
circum­ 
stance just 
related 
reminded him 
when a few years ago he was on the 
train with a senator from Kentucky, 
a ‘’state full of kernals and the ker- 
nais full of corn.’ 
The senator had 
evidently been imbibing largely and 
affected having a severe coId.JSaidthe 
senator, “ I must go back and take a 
dose of medicine.” 
He -returned 
shortly and stated that ho had lost 
his I baggage. 
“ How is that Senator 
Blackburn?” 
asked Mr. 
Stephens. 
The Kentucky senator 
replied that 
the stepper had come out. 


W e waited in vain for the speaker 
to tell us what would have occurred 
if the democrats had 
stayed with 
those honest insurgent republicans, 
but tho stopper was found and that 
part 
the story was bottled up for­ 
ever. 


Mr. Stephens dosed by invoking 
the democracy to return to the teach" 
ings of the fathers—a tariff for reve­

Com­ 
pared with the other statues in mar­ 
ble and bronze, it was a disgrace to 
the state and was kept in the back­ 
ground as much as possible. 
The original W ashington likeness at 
Bk* Ii mood is tin? work of IJoudon, the 
French sculptor, who was commis­ 
s io n e d by Thomas Jefferson lo do the 
work. 
Bondon came to America in 
17S5 in the company of Benjamin 
Franklin, 
visited 
Mount 
Vernon, 
where he prepared the model, and later 
turned 
out tile life size state • of 
Washington, which shows him in tile 
v.ress of the commander in chief of 
the Revolutionary forces.

To Cure Foot Rot of Sheep. 
In the cure of hoof ail in sheep two 
things are necessary : First, the sheep 
must be kept in from wet pasture, as 
the feet during treatment must be kept 
from getting wet. A well bedded stable 
is the best place. 
Second, all remedies 
shou^l be used in a liquid form and of 
a kind that the wi ole foot can safely 
be immersed in and soaked for full ten 
minutes and the solution not injure 
healthy tissue. 
The trouble in using 
ointments and powdered remedies is 
that the germs are deeper seated than 
they w ill reach and may exist even on 
the skin above the feet and later in­ 
fect the foot. 
Many agents will kill 
the germ which produces foot rot, but 
the cheapest is sulphate of copper so­ 
lution, made by dissolving a pound of 
sulphate iii two gallons of hot water. 
Place the solution in a shallow trough, 
clean the feet and cut aw ay all sepa­ 
rated tissue from the sole of the foot, 
then stand the sheep in the solution 
for ten minutes. Repeat in three days. 
iA r a s e there are some sheep with 
fu^ w us growths, dip a feather in the 
bilder of antimony and w et them daily 
with it until they are reduced.—Nation­ 
al Stockman and Farmer.

The proper way to prepare a bran 
mash is to use sufficient boiling water 
to wet all the bran thoroughly.

should be done in a bucket, which 
should then be covered over and the 
mash allowed to steam for about half 
an hour. 
This steam ing will partially 
cook the bran, thus making it all the 
more effective aud soothing.

to add a pinch of salt.

to three-quarters of a peck.

Alleged to Have Been Received 
by Convicts 


ACCORDING TO TESTIMONY 


Matter la Assum ing Suet? Stage 
aa to Warrant,8oine Believe, the 
Calling of the Lawmakers to In ­ 
vestigate Accusation a. 


COWARDS’ CRUEL GRIME 


Zach Taylor Is A ttacked, Knife 
W ounds Inflicted And 


THEN LEFT UPON TRACK. 


Austin, Nov. 8 
Because it is al­ 
leged convicts in the penitentiaries and 
on the state convict farms have been 
'whipped to death or shot by guards a 
specfal session of the legislature to 
enact laws reforming the whole convict 
System has been suggestedby a number 
of persons. 
It follows an investigation into the 
state penal conditions that has, it is 
alleged, revealed brutal and revolting 
stories of cruelty. 
The committee to 
investigate the penitentiaries and state 
farms was originally named because 
the system of leasing convicts to the 
plantation owners was objected to by 
the reform element. 
The investigation 
was made sweepingly broad and as a 
result not only were conditions upon 
plantations where convicts were sent 
considered, but the conditions in the 
penitentiaries themselves scrutinized. 
Convict whipping was one of the 
practices the committee uncovered. 
It 
is said one convict, to avoid the hard 
■work he had been forced to do, with a 
hatchet chopped off two lingers. When 
lie recovered he was whipped for thus 
mutilating himself. 
Some convicts, it is also alleged, 
Affere afraid to testify-, but others said 
nien were beaten with straps until 'they 
^ 
re unconscious and somedidnot fe­ 
ver from the punishment. 
I Conditions at mines where some of 
S 
C convicts were sent to work were 
gcovered to be extremely unsanitary 
and men’s quarters vermin infested 
$nd their clothing washed but once in 
two weeks. 
One man, a resident of Houston, a 
former convict, but pardoned by Gov. 
Campbell, appeared “ for the better­ 
ment of the boys.” 
Personally, he 
testified,his treatment was largely five 
from abuse. 
He stated he saw a negro 
knocked down because he failed to 
take off his hat when an official was 
passing by. 
“That night,” the witness said, “the 
negro was whipped in front of my cell 
and at the sixteenth blow, the negro 
not having ‘hollered.’ the party pun­ 
ishing him mounted a box to get better 
purchase. ” 
One convict testified at Rusk prison 
that he had served at Huntsville and 
Rusk, the Eastham, Clemens and the 
Imperial state farms. 
He said that 
when tranferred from Huntsville with 
other prisoners en voute they lay over 
at Houston several hours and during 
the journey had nothing to eat. 
“ We 
reached the farm about 4 o’clock in 
the morning,” declared the witness. 
“ and after an hour’s rest we were put 
to work. 
I worked in the water and 
rain for two months. 
We were trotted 
into the building sometimes from a 
point sev*m miles distant, there seldom 
being wagons to ham us. 
I have been 
^ Soaked from working in the rain in the 
J field and have had to put on the same 
wet clothes the next morning when I 
went out. 
We had no night gowns at 
the Imperial farm, but did have them 
at the Eastham tarm. 
We were fur­ 
nished slickers a- the Imperal farm. 
They came to the knees, but did not 
protect the legs from the wet. We were 
compelled to gather wet cane and the 
guards made us take off our slickers 
so we could work faster.” 
He said that for two mouths on the Im­ 
perial farm “ we had to eat bacon, 
greens and sour cornbread.” Witness 
said he was not whipped, but had seen 
others thus chastised. 
“The treatment at Huntsville,” said 
the witness, “compared to treatment 
on the farms is like being a th e n ia n .” 
He testified that on a state farm he 
had “ paid 82 a quart for whisky pro­ 
cured from a trusty.” 
He further as­ 
serted: “ I drank it in thebuilding and 
kept it there. I drank it before guards 
and I have taken guards’ money and 
gambled with it for them.” 
Representative Bowman asked the 
witness if he knew how to gamble be 
lore he went to the penitentiary. 
“ I knew how to play cards,” he 
answered, “but I had never played for 
money before I went to the penitenti­ 
ary. 
In prison I did.” 
Witness told of the indiscriminate 
throwing together of young and old 
in the penitentiary 
He said he had 
no malice or prejudice against any 
ane in authority in the penitentiary 
(service. 
“ At one farm I lay sick in 
the building without 
a doctor, 
I 
worked every Sunday and got 50 cents 
for it.” 
He testified that while he was 
^ 
ithere Dr. Jake Hodges preached on ne 
land also a convict. 
No reading mat­ 
ter w a s furnished, he said. 
, Lieutenant Governor Davidson is in 
'la vor of tilt. legislature being convened 
to take action.

San Augustine, Tex,, Nov. IO.—The 
county commissioners5 court disposed 
of the school land of this county to 
John L. Wortham of Dallas for $148,- 
410.40, one-tenth down, 5 per cent in­ 
terest on the rest, payable annually in 
advance, with twenty years’ limit to 
pay for the same. This land, located 
in Lubbock county, comprises 11,808 
acres.

Hold Up and Noarly Cut Oui a

Dallas, Nov. IO.—A cowardly crime 
occurred at this city. 
In I road daylight Zach Lockhart, a 
negro, nineteen years old, was held up 
near his home by three black men. He 
is porter in Treadwell’s drug store, at 
the corner of Elm street and Central 
avenue. About IO o’clock in the morn­ 
ing Lockhart was paid $4 and started 
down the Houston and Texas Cehtral 
railway track toward his home. 
Shortly after 12 o’clock a white man 
passing found the negro lying on the 
railroad track unable to move. 
His 
intestines protruded from a knife gash 
in the left side. 
He called the grand­ 
father ct Lockhart, near by, and the 
police department notified. 
Mounted Officer Tedford responded 
and after the negro had sufficiently re­ 
covered, after being given surgical at­ 
tention, told a thrilling tale. 
He stated that after he had received 
the money he started home and that a 
trio of negroes, -whose names he gave, 
followed him. Shortly before reaching 
his home they held him up and called 
for his jash. 
Refusing to comply he 
was stabbed in the back and left side. 
He was then robbed of his money, his 
hat also taken and the robbers de­ 
parted, going in the direction of the 
Trinity river bottoms. 
Lockhart’s eut in the left side was 
three-quarters of an inch long, pene­ 
trating to the center of the abdominal 
cavity. 
The stab in the back was 
dared not dangerous.

When heading in these lead­ 
ers it is best to cut them off to a side 
branch rather than to dormant bud. 
Frequently 
when

inexperienced 
man practices heading in he is tempt­ 
ed to shear the tree all over and leave 
It a smooth, oval form.

seen that this is very different from 
the method described above, w’here 
only the leaders are cut back and the 
side shoots thinned so as to leave an 
Open top. 
The amount of heading in 
to be done should vary from year to 
year, according as the crop promises 
to be large or small. As the tree gets 
older less heading in is usually neces­ 
sary.

For setting out trees, shrubs and any 
plants at any season spare no time 
anc! labor in preparing the soil and dig­ 
ging spacious holes for the reception 
of the roots of the plants, for upon the 
successful starting of the roots de­ 
pends to a very large degree the fu­ 
ture success of the plant. Previous to 
setting cut off any injured or decayed 
roots and settle plant in the hole pre­ 
pared for it, so that none of the roots 
will he bent or cramped.—Michigan 
Dairy Farmer.
